Correspondence 


His ‘Honor Judge Mahaffy wrote 
that he had. fixed Friday, January 
16th, at 11 o’clock, for the hearing of 
appeals from the Court of Revision. 
The: Commissioner had notified the 
Cronquist estate, on whose behalf the 
only appeal has been Jodged. 

Chas. E. Thompson, District Supt. 
of the Church of the Nazarene, advis- 
ed that he would be present at a 
Council meeting as soon as possible 
to discuss the matter of the purchase 
of Woodlea property 

A letter from the Union of Canadian 
Municipalities, asking for a subscrip- 
tion of $10.00, was filed. 

The Department of ‘Municipal Af- 
fairs asked for detailed information 
as to the year’s operations with 
respect to Supplementary Revenue 
Taxes, 

R. B. Owens, Provincial Sanitary 
Engineer, wrote enclosing Provincial 
Board of Health Certificate in connec- 
tion with the wood stave pipe sewer 
from the Provincial Training School. 
The estimated cost is $6941.21. 

The Department of Immigration and 
Colonization wrote in connection with 
the Mrs. Sabrodsky deportation pro- 
ceedings, stating that the matter was 
receiving attention. 

A. Taylor, Fire Chief, asked the 
Council to authorize the purchase of 
some rubber boots, wool mitts and 
rubber coats for protection of the 
members of the force. The matter 
was referred to the Commissioners to 
report on prices. : 

G. N. Finn, vestry clerk of St. 
Luke’s Church, wrote that he was in- 
structed to ascertain the status of the 
Parish Hall if used for parochial pur- 
poses only in 1925. He also asked 
whether, in case persons or organi- 
zations other than the church used 
the hall, they would be Hable for all 
taxes. He suggested payment of a 
licence fee ‘in such cases. The Ves- 
try wished to be absolutely fair with 
the city, but also wished 'to know 
where they stood. 

Council were agreed that if hall waa 
used for church purposes only, the 
hall would be lable for frontage 
taxes only. A great deal of discus 
sion took place on the second request 
in the letter, as the: Aldermen 
agreed that to enforce strictly the 
rule against use of church buildings 
or halls would put the Choral Society 
and the Soldjers’ Wives’ Convention 
out of business. At the same time, if 
the Parish Hall enters, into competi 
tion with other’ halls* they “should -pay 
full municipal taxes. The matter: was 
left undecided, a resolution passing to 
appoint a committee to bring in a re- 
port on the taxation of church prop- 
erty, 

‘Payne & Graham wrote that they 
had taken up with the Board of Pub- 
lic Utility Commissioners the setting 
of the power rates, and were advised 
that the Board was proceeding in the 
matter. A lower rate than the pres- 
ent was mentioned by the company 
solicitor at the recent hearing. 

The Board of Public Utility Commis- 
sioners advised that they wished to 
take evidence relative to the validat- 
ing of the franchise agreement of 
the’ Western General Electric Com- 
pany. They asked if Friday, January 
16th, would be a satisfactory date. 
Ag the appeals from the Court of Re- 
vision come on that date, Council de 
cided to ask that this ‘hearing be laid 
over until early next week. 


Commissioners’ Report 


1. Following the discussion in Coun- 
cil of the possibility of the spruce and 
trees on Addison Heights subdivision, 
adjoining Waskasoo Park, being cut, 
we met the owners, Messrs. Hepworth 
and Baile, and submit herewith an 
offer to sell made by them. The 35 
acres takes in practically all the 
spruce on the sidehill. It is bounded 
by the A.C.R. road to the top of the 
hill and the road running east from 
there coming out at the top of the Ex- 
hibition ‘hill. The 72 acres contains in 
addition to the above all the N. 4% of 
the N.W. quarter Section 9 to Gaetz 
Ave. About twelve acres of this last 
piece is level land that has been culti- 
vated. 

The annual instalment on a 20-year 
debenture at 7% is on $2.000.00. 
$188.79, and on $3,600.00, $389.82. To 
issue debentures it will be necessary 
to submit a money by-law to the bur 
gesses and receive the approval of the 
Board of Public Utility Commission 
ers. - 

2. We were served with a notice’ of 
claim for $1,000.00 damages by John 
Quigg, on behalf of Thos. H. Mayne, 
who claims to have slipped on the 
sidewalk by the Dayline Block and 
broke his collar bone. As this is cov 
ered by the liability policy held by the 
City, the claim was turned’ over to the 
City Solicitors to protect the interests 
of the City. 

3. We have Foreman Jones cleaning 
the snow from the gutters and walks 
in all the time possible, and this work 
wlil be continued. We will have cin- 
ders put on the walks on the: main 
streets.

TALK ON DIPHTHERIA 


Rotary Club Interested in Address by 


Dr. Stewart MacKenzie. 


The regular Rotary luncheon, Mon- 


day, at MoBride’s Hotel, was well at- 
tended. Harry Munn was the guest of 
the day. Rev, B. L. Jackson, pastor of 
the Baptist Church, was received as 
padre of the Club, and was initiated 
by Will Lord and Fred Turnbull. 

‘A splendid address was given by 
Dr. MacKenzie, dealing with that 
dread disease, diphtheria, which will 
be of interest to ‘News readers: 


The theories and practice of medi- 
cine have undergone a radical change 
in the last fifty years. No one wishes 
to belittle the wonderful work done by 
HHypocrates and the other fathers of 
medicine, for after all it has been 
their efforts through the ages that 
have gradually led up to our present 
system of medicine, but they were 
working largely in the dark. Surgery 
until the last fifty years was a pretty 
crude business. For centuries it was 
not even practised by medical men, 
who took an oath when they graduat- 
ed not to practise surgery, and it was 
left to the barbers to perform all the 
operations that were done. The pres- 
ent barbers’ pole is a relic of those 
days. Later, however; surgery came 
to be practised more and more by 
medical men, but until some fifty or 
sixty years ago it was of necessity a 
rough and crude profession. Ampu- 


tation of limbs was the major part of 


it, and because there was no means of 
relieving the pain a speedy operation 
was the main essential. I Rave stood 
in the sick-bay of Nelson’s flagship, 
The Victory, and been shown the op- 
erating table. It was a huge chest of 
‘drawers really, with a flat top. The 
patients were placed on this and held 
down by their comrades while the 
surgeons severed the limb by one 
sweep of the knife and a few cuts of 
a saw. The bleeding stump was then 
thrust into boiling pitch, thus stop 
ping the hemorrhage and _ prevent- 
ing infection, and the severed limb 
was dropped into one of the drawers 
which was ‘half filled with ‘saw-dust. 
Lord Lister and Simpson shave chang- 
ed alk that though. Anaesthetics by 


rendering an operation painless now 
enables a surgeon to take his time, 
and antiseptics and the theory and 
practice of ascepsis allows him to do 
things whidh would not have been 
dreamed of fifty years ago. 

And if this is true of surgery, it is 
even more true in the field of medi- 
cine. After it became known that 
disease was largely not wholly due to 
germs or bacteria of different kinds, 
physiologists and obacteriologists in 
their laboratories of research began 
working to find out just how these 
bacteria did their deadly work. Power- 
ful microscopes, which magnified 
many thousand times, helped them to 


‘do-this,;-and it. was-soon’~ discovered: 


that generally the toxins of any dis- 
ease was caused by the death of the 
particular bacillus which caused the 
disease. 

After it was found that it was bac- 
teria which caused! disease efforts be- 
gan to be made to discover something 
that would counteract the toxins pro- 
duced by the death of the bacteria 
What has been done can be well illus- 
trated by ‘a brief study of that once 
fearful scourge— 

Diphtheria 


T propose to deal briefly with diph- 
theria under four heads: 

(1) What is the cause of the dis 
ease? 

(2) Is there any specific method of 
treatment? 

(3) Is there any means whereby we 
can tell if a person will contract the 
disease or not? 

(4) Is there any way in which a 
person may be rendered immune to 
the disease, that is, prevented from 
having it? 

It is satisfactory to be able to say 
that in respect to each of these ques- 
tions a definite and precise answer 
can be given, 

First—What is the cause of diph- 
theria? 

Its cause is not filth or dirt, bad 
smells, nor leaking sewers. The cause 
is a bacillus or germ which may be 
grown on suitable soil like any plant 
The nose and throat of a young child 
is suitable soil, and there it thrives. 
In some cases the germs are found in 
the nose and throat of a child without 
that child actually suffering from the 
disease. Such a child is called a “car- 
rier,” who by associating with other 
children. may spread the disease. In 
all cases diphtheria spreads from pcr. 
son to person. The germ, which was 
discovered in 1883-4 by two French 
scientists named respectively Kleb: 
and Loeffler, is known by their names. 
“the Klebs-Loeffler bacillus.” Its 
growth results in the formation of a 
toxin which poisons the nervous sys- 
tem and,if not promptly and suitably 
treated, the child dies. It is a 
disease chiefly of young children 
Those of six years old and younger 
are more susceptible, but children of 
school age are often attacked and even 
adults, and ‘a few domestic animals 
(cat, cow) and fowls and birds, may 
have the disease, It occurs largely in 
fall and winter, is widespread all over

Prize Grain for Seed Fair 

It is expected that practically all of 
the seed grain exhibitors showing 
from Alberta at the recent internation- 
al Show at Chicago will be exhibitors 
at the Annual P-vovincial Seed Fair 
which takes place in the Lanvraste> 
Building, Calgary, January 20 to 23. 
The annual convention of the Alberta 
Seed Growers will be held at the 
same time, when important topics 
will be discussed by prominent agri- 
culturists of the Province. 

The railways have arranged for 
special rates for delegates attending 
the annual seed convention, on the 


‘same basis as for delegates to the U. 
‘FP, A. Convention taking place at the 


same time. These special rates will 
be good guing January 16 to 22, and 
returning January 27. 


Public Invests Savings 
With Government 
The second largest year in the 
history of the provincial savings cer- 
tificates system was recorded in 1924, 
when the people of the province, in- 
vested savings with the provincial 
government to the extent of $6,308, 
$5.35. That is the largest total ever 
invested in any one year, but owing 
to the fact that five percent. issues 
were withdrawn by the government 
during the year, the net total remain- 
ing with the government after all 
withdrawals were deducted was 
$894,595.56, which is the largest net 
total since the year 1920. The total 
withdrawals during the year aside 
from the withdrawals of the five per 
cent. issues were $5,413,539.69. The 
figures of total investments quoted 
show that this form of savings invest- 
ment is growing ever more popular. 


Liquor Profits for 1924 

The total profits in the sale of 
liquor through government vendors 
and breweries for the eight months of 
1924 in which the new liquor act was 
in effect was $1,134,144, according to 
the preliminary estimate issued by the 
Attorney-General, only approximate 
figures being available. The total is 
made up as follows:

with 894 the previous year, while on 
the Lacombe and Northwestern the 
figures are 1190 cars for 1924 com- 
pared with 1078 cars for the previous 
year. Considerable more grain and 
livestock shipments were handled by 
both lines than in the previous year.

Europe and America, but is rather 
rare in Japan and India. It is said 
to occur more commonly in seasons 
following a lessened rainfall. 

‘Second—Is there any specific treat- 
ment? 

In 1890 diphtheria antitoxin . was 
discovered by Behring, a German, Kit- 
asato, a Japanese, and Roux, a French. 
man. It’ came into general use in 
1895, and is now the universal and 
most effective remedy for diphtheria. 
Most Boards of Health supply the 
antitoxin free to the public. 

Diphtheria antitoxin is made as fol- 
lows: : 

Young, vigorous horses, carefully 
tested against disease, are used. They. 
are injected first with antitoxin and 
then with gradually increasing doses 
of diphtheria toxin. This proc2zdure 
forms antitoxin in the blood of the 
horses,. This is tested at the end of 
six weeks or two months, and, if satis- 
factory, the horses are bled, the serum 
of the blood separated and refined fcr 
use by a special process, which ren- 
ders it fit for use in human beings 
The best of horses continue to furnish 
a ‘high-grade serum for from two to 
four years. 


Antitoxin Is a Certain Cure if Given 
Early Enough 

In '1894 before antitoxin came into 
use in Ontario there were 1075 deaths, 
and in 1918, notwithstanding the in- 
crease of population, there were but 
335, the rate per 100,000 of population 
being respectively 50.3 and 12, or a 
saving of over 88 lives in every 100.- 
000 of our people. I said antitoxin is a 
certain cure if given early enough. 
Many ‘cases, however, are not recog: 
nized as serious ‘by the parents and a 
physician is not called until the case 
has gone for several days. Every hour 
of delay adds to the danger. During 
the period 1910-14 inclusive there was 
but one death in every hundred in 
cases treated on the first day, five on 
the second, six on the third, and gradu- 
ally increasing to eleven on the 
seventh day of the disease. The moral 


is, “every case of sore throat in a 
child should at once be seen by a 
properly qualified physician.” In no 


other disease is delay a greater dan- 


ger. 
Third—tIs there any way of knowing 


whether a person exposed to the dis- 
ease will contract it or not? 

The answer to this question is that 
by means of a test known as the 
Schick Test, we can tell if any person 
is liable to contract diphtheria or not. 
Thisisa highly important matter be 
cause in spite of the vigilance of par- 
ents, or the’ skill of doctors, some cas- 
es ofthe disease will fail to be discov- 
ered until too late for treatment to be 
of the greatest service. 

The Schick Test is made by inject- 
ing into the skin of the forearm of the 
child about three drops of the tes! 
solution. It is not painful and’ causes 
no illness or discomfort. If the child 
is susceptible to diphtheria, a slight 
redness will appear about the place of 
injection in 24 to 36 ‘hours. If no 
redness appears the test shows that 
the child is immune to diphtheria and 
no protective measures are necessary. 

Fourth—Is there any way in which 
a@ person may be rendered immune to 
diphtheria? 

The Schick Test will pick out those 
who will, if exposed, contract the 
disease. ‘ 

Ordinary diphtheria antitoxin in a 
dose of 500 to 1000 units will give an 
immunity for 2 or 3 weeks and will 
suffice in the case of contacts in a 
house where diphtheria has broken 
out, but this precaution gives but a 
short period of safety and is not 
satisfactory for the great mass of 
children. In order to prevent diph- 
theria im susceptible children as 
shown by the Schick test, three doses 
with a week’s interval of about 16 to 
20 drops of a mixture known as toxin- 
antitoxiu is injected under the skin. 
In the course of one to three months 
most of the cases are rendered im- 
mune to diphtheria for the rest of 
their lives. 

This forma of treatment has been 

!found most effectual in the protec- 
tion of school children of New York, 
where it is extensively used, in Phila. 
delphia, and other cities of the Unit- 
ed States and Canada. This preven- 
tive treatment of diphtheria is entire- 
ly without danger, thas no _ ill-effect 
whatever, causes practically no dis- 
comfort to the child, and whenits use 
becomes universal, will have the 
effect of making this dreadful disease 
as rare as small-pox. 

Time will not permit me to tell you 
of the fight scientists have made 
against other diseases. Before closing 
this paper, however, I would like to 
mention briefly what has been done in 
the case of typhoid fever chiefly be- 
cause of the difference presented by 
the treatment of this latter disease 
and diphtheria. There is no specific 
antitoxin for typhoid as is the case in 
diphtheria, but we have a serum that 
will prevent typhoid just as _ toxin- 
antitoxin will prevent diphtheria. 
Scientists discovered that killed bac- 
teria injected into the blood had not 
the power to produce the poison of 
disease but had the power to produce 
an antibody that would act as an 
antitoxin if the individual was ‘ater 


infected with living bacteria. And so 
came into being the long list of 
serums we have to combat disease. 


A serum is nothing more than the 
bacteria of the disease, killed by heat 
and suspended in a sterile, standard- 
ized solution—in the case of typhoid 
serum there is a billion to the cubic 
centimeter of the solution—and thus 
made ready to be injected with per- 
fect safety into the human body. 
The efficiency of serum therapy was 
well illustrated in the late war. It is 
safe to say,.with the living conditions 
such as they were in France, that 
without typhoid serum and antitetanic 
serum the war could not have lasted 
beyond the first year or eighteen 
months because the opposing armies 
would have been dead either of 
typhold fever or tetanus. As it was 
these diseases were rarely heard of. 
The Canadians were the first to insist 
that all their troops going to France 
should get typhoid serum and only 
one Canadian in France contracted 
typhoid. Later it was discovered that 
he in some way ‘had evaded the doc- 
tors and got over without his serum. 
A comparison of the mortality lists 
in some of the wars during the last 
half ‘century or a little better, proves 
what modern medicine has dione for 
humarity. In the Crimean war ten 


men died of disease to one of wounds. |p 


The last record the British army 
made before the Great War was in 
the South African war, when four died 
of disease to one of wounds. The best 
record any army ever made previous 
to the World war was the Japanes@ in 
the Japanese-Russian war, when two 
died of disease to one of wounds. Dur- 
ing the late war the British casualty 
lists showed that ten died of wounds 
"to one of disease.

R, A. Hoey, Pro- 
gressive member of parliament for 
Springfield, asked this question Thurs- 
day night at Brandon, after the had 
outlined to the convention of the 
United Farmers of Manitoba the 
situation which, he thought, made it 
imperative that something be done 
speedily in the interests of nationa: 
unity. Why, he asked, maintain the 
confederation on the basis of injus- 
tice and discrimination? 

Mr. Hoey said he ha@ returned 
recently from a tour of the west, and 
he found many people who believed 
that unity would be preserved only by 
political division. “We all know,” he 
sald, “that the momentum is grow- 
ing. If we want political division, tet 
us say so.” He had come to the con- 
clusion that western Canada should 
organize for its own interests and 
those of the maritime provinces and 
demand of Ontario and Quebec equit- 
able treatment. 


Wants a United West 


‘I have come to the conclusion,” de- 
clared Mr. Hoey, “that this experi- 
ment should be made as a last re- 
source; I would have western Canada 
present a united front from the Great 
Lakes to the Rocky Mountains, and, 
if possible, to the Pacific Coast. And 
I don’t care what the party is called 
provided it extends to urban centres 
the same democratic form of organi- 
zation. which we have in rural parts. 
All the people, rural and urban, 
whose interests after all are almost 


idential, would present a _ united 
front in the interests of western 
Canada. 


“I feel that the time is ripe for 
this united west with a national? pro- 
gram which will recognize the prairie 
provinces and the maritime provinces 
as part of the dominion, and recognize 
that these sections will not indefinite- 
ly remain in the confederation to be 
dominated by the mid-eastern inter- 
ests. 


Western Demands 


“This western national party 
should present the following demands: 
Ambassadorial representation in 
Washington at once to work out the 
closest possible trade relationship be- 
tween Canada and the United States; 
a lfiscal policy based on the needs of 
the treasury rather than on the policy 
of protection; immediate completion 
of the Hudson Bay railway; return of 
the natural resources to Western 
Canada; a freight rate structure 
equitable to all sections of Canada, 
and measurably permanent; a _ na- 
tional policy to take into account the 
tegitimate claims of all other sections 
of the dominion.” ’ 

“TJ would send to Ottawa,” contin- 
ued Mr. Hoey, “the best men in 
Western Canada to advocate this pol- 
icy.

I have been try- 
ing for three years to find out, and am 
more mystified than ever. 

“The government yields to pres- 
sure that is exerted most persistently 
from whatever quarter it comes, The 
Progressives are sometimes accused 
of leaning towards the Liberals, but 
in the last budget the Liberals had no 
choice but were forced to lean  to- 
wards the Progressives. I don’t think 
they deserve much credit for that 
last budget for taking the only course 
which could save them from  disas- 
ter.” The speaker said he did notsee 
how Mr. King could meet even the 
immediate demands of the west with- 
Oey one considerable support in the 
east, 

If the measures he advocated were 
not adopted, said Mr. Hoey, he pre- 
dicted that the next federal election 
would see the return from the west of 
small Liberal and Conservative groups 
which would be dominated by their 
eastern associates, and a Progressive 
group somewhat weakened in num- 
bers and, therefore, of lessened influ- 
ence.

There 
must have ‘been a secret order of 
architects who built the Temple of 
Solomon and opened friendly rela- 
tions with foreign nations, made of 
the organization an international frat- 
ernity. Great material help was given 
him by iHiram I .of Tyre and the soci- 
ety of Phoenician architects in the 
construction of the temple. 

When Diocletian began ‘his reign 
he determined to destroy Christianity 
and began the persecution of all re- 
gious secret orders. For a time ths 
builders, owing to their value and 
services to the state, were exempt 
from these laws of suppression and 
enjoyed special privileges, but gradu- 
ally, during the Dark Ages, they were 
‘forced into more secrecy, taking 
trefuge in caves and secluded places to 
hold their meetings.

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ALBERTA PEOPLE SPEND 
$12,000,000 A YEAR ON 
. LIQUOR 


MORE THAN SEVEN MILLION 
SPENT IN A YEAR ON BEER 


Every 'Man, Woman and Child in Al- 
berta on Average Spends $20 a 
Year on Liquor 


The people of Alberta are spending 
at the rate of $1,000,000 a month in 
Uquor—in the vendors’ stores and in 
the licensed places throughout the 
province, 

This estimate is made following the 
announcement made by the govern- 
ment of the profits secured during the 
first seven and a half months during 
the operation of the act. 

The total amount of beer sold-real- 
ized $4,471,484 for the seven and a 
half months. The government by a 
tax of 12%4 cents a gallon on beer 
realized $279,464. That means a sale 
of 2,235,718 gallons. There are 20 
glasses to the gallon or $44,714,240, re- 
tailed at 10 cents or $4,471,424. That 
is the volume sold during seven and 
a half months, which at the same 
rate would mean $7,200,000 for the 
twelve months. Re 

The Hard Liquor . 


The government made during the 
same time $682,460 on hard liquor. 
That is the government’s profit. It 
is difficult to figure out closely the 
value of the liquor sold. It is under- 
stood, however, that the government 
did not propose to make more than a 
20 percent. profit. The government 
profit was at the rate of $90,000 a 
month or $1,080,000. Estimating that 
at not more than 20 percent, of the 
value of the liquor sold, the _ total 
amount sold was $5,400,000. 

The average expenditure in liquor 
for every man, woman and child is 
$20 a year. 

The Calgary hotelmen are complain- 
ing seriously of the wholesale price 
of beer. They say that the Alberta 
brewers, after paying all taxes, which 
amount to $9.80 a barrel, receive $15.20 
@ barrel. In Quebec the hrewefs pay 
vovernment taxes amounting to $5.58 
a barrel, and charge the purchasers 
$12.56 per barrel, which includes the 
cost of manufacture and profit. Hotel- 
men say the public is paying too much 
for beer, and they are asking an 
amendment for the right to import 
beer,

Administration of Lands In West to 
Raise Storm at Next Session 


When parliament assembles next 
month one of the first storms to break 
will be over the administration of In- 
dian lands in Alberta, according to in- 
formation obtained at Ottawa. 

The attack on the government wil 
be made, it is thought, by the Labor 
party and the members of the Ginger 


every prospect of building up its mem-|group of the Progressives. 


The government is well aware of 
the impending attack, and is quite 
confident that when all the facts are 
known no blame or censure will be 
attached to the policy of the Indian 
department. 


Consent of Indians 

In the broad aspect the dispute be- 
tween the government andits critics 
is as to whether or not the. govern- 
ment can dispose temp or 
otherwise of Indian reservé“ property 
without first obtaining the consent of 
the Indians by vote or otherwise. 

In particular, the dispute centres 
on the Peigan reserve, southwest of 
Macleod, Alberta, where grazing lands 
have been leased by the government 
to ranchers and other persons at a 
rate of six cents per acre per year. 

Not Consulted 

The Peigan Indians. were never con- 
sulted when these lands were leased. 

The attack upon the government, 
however, will not be confined to this 
ground. It is urged by the members 
of the Ginger group, notably Mr. 
Coote, M.P. for Macleod, that the rate 
of six cents per acre is much too low. 
in some quarters it is suggested that 
patronage is partly the explanation 
of this rate. 

In answer to these criticisms, Hon. 
Charles Stewart, minister of the in- 
terior, states that the Indian Act 
gives ample power to dispose of the 
property in this way. 

; Too Much Land 

He points out that at the present 
time the Peigan Indians are not near- 
ly numerous enough to use all the 
land set aside in this reserve, as a 
matter of fact, they are able to use 


BM) very little of it. 


So soon as they increase in popula- 
tion or develop their present farms 
to the point where they require more 
land either for farming or grazing, 
the reserve will be made available 
for them. 


Leases Cancelled 


In this connection, he said, the de- 
partment already has cancelled leases 
on sections of the reserve where the 
land was needed by the Indians. As 
to the price, he said that he was 
aware that in war years the rate on 
leased lands on this reserve has been 
as high as 30 cents per acre. None 
of the lessees who had leased land 
at this figure ‘had been able to pay it, 
and the result was that the govern- 
ment had only uncollected debts owing 
to the crown. This had shown that it 
was possible to lease the land for 
He was of the opinion 
that the rate now charged! was reason 
able and that it had this advantage 
that the government was receiving the 
money.

THE SITUATION IN 
. DOMINION POLITICS 


In the last two or three months we 
have had speeches from the political 
leaders all over Canada and several 
by-elections, the last being that in 
Hastings West in Ontario. These ac- 
tivities have not heen of a highly in- 
spiring character. It is notable that 
complaints have been voiced by news- 
papers of both Liberal and Canserva- 
tive views as to the inferior quality of 
the political leading at the present 
time. The Liberals have never been 
really enthusiastic about thefr present 
leader. Some at least of the Consery- 
atives seem to be doubtful about Mr. 
Meighen’s capacity as leader, good 
though he was and would be as a 
second in command. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and Sir Robert Borden were 
both more attractive figures in the 
day of their leadership. ‘Parliament 
will meet at Ottawa with the strength 
of Government and opposition almost 
exactly equal, but of course the Pro- 
gressives are only nominally an op- 
position party. Actually they are 
merely an advanced and sometimes 
troublesome wing of the Liberal party, 
likely, as far as can be judged, to be- 
come less independent of and more 
subservient to the Liberals as time 
goes on. There does not seem to be 
any great likelihood of a general elec- 
tion this winter, and in that event 
there will probably not be one for an- 
other year. It is to be hoped that the 
Conservatives of the West will not re- 
main inactive during the interval, The 
indications are, in spite of the notable 
Liberal success in Hastings, that On- 
tario will go strongly Conservative at 
the next election, and British Colum- 
bia may do the same. Quebec will be 
Liberal, though it {s doubtful if it will 
be the solidly Liberal province it now 
is. The Prairie Provinces may be the 
decisive factor at the next election, 
and Conservatives should make up 
their minds to do their very utmost 
to break the Liberal domination of 
As things are, that

STABILITY AND PROSPERITY 


It is clear from various indications 
that the recent elections in Grvat 
Britain and the United States are re- 
garded in the business world as an 
assurance of stable political condi- 
tions for some time to come, and in 
consequence of improved trade and 
better times generally Extremism 
seems to have failed definitely, and 
the defeat of those who advocated ex- 
treme measures has been more com: 
plete than was expected. In Canada 
extremism has never been so threat- 
ening as it has been in Great Britain 
or the United States. The notorious 


} 


Winnipeg strike just after the war was 
the most serious attempt to upset the 
existing order of things, and its utter 
failure showed that- such methods en: 
joyed little support in Canada. The 
farmers’ movement in politics was 
feared by some as a beginning of 
something like revolutionary finance, 
but it has proved to be quite devoid of 
anything very remarkable, and it is 
doubtful now if it will have a very 
long life as an entirely separate poli- 
tical force. 

Stable conditions are what the world 
stands badly in need of, and we in 
Canada need them as much as other 
countries. Great problems of com. 
mercial organization, of the produc- 
tion of food, of the distribution of 
populations, are facing the world, and 
if they are to be successfully solved, 
peace and orderly conditions in the 
trade world are essential. Empire de- 
velopment figured largely in the con- 
structive programme of the Conserva- 
tive party at the recent British elec- 
tion, and that means more men and 
more money made available for the 
development of Canadian resources. 
Recent rises in the price of wheat and 
of cattle indicate that our farmers in 
the West may be at the beginning of 
really better times, which will recom- 
pense them for the very anxious years 
through which they have been pass- 
ing. In order to take advantage of 
better times generally, our farmers 
need poligies planned well ahead and 
safe from the risk of arbitrary chang- 
es, and violent fluctuations in prices, 
such as involved so much hardship 
for our soldier settlers after the war. 
It is, therefore, all to their advantage 
and to the advantage of Canada gener- 
ally that these recent happenings in 
Great Britain, the States and to some 
extent in Europe generally hold out 
the prospect of at least a few years of 
steady progress along safe lines of 
development and construction. We be- 
eve that of all countries inthe world 
Canada stands almost the best chance 
of really substantial advance during 
the next generation. We may hope 
that we are now at the beginning of 
that period of advance, and that it 
will continue quietly and surely, and 
bring with it for all classes sound and 
healthy prosperity. 
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THE WORLD’S GRAIN SUPPLY 
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To us in Western Canada all ques- 
tions regarding the world’s supplies 
of wheat and other grains and their 
prices must be of the utmost import- 
ance. Our crops and their financial 
yield are the basis of our whole com. 
mercial life. Recently published fig- 
ures of the areas of land throughout 
the world under grain crpos are there- 
fore worth noting. Under normal con- 
ditions the population of the world 
increases at the rate of one-half per- 
cent. each year, and the supply of 
grain foods ought, roughly speaking, 
to be increased in at least a similar 
proportion yearly, if all are to be 
adequately supplied. Yet these figures 
show that the area of land under 
grain ‘crops in 1924 was considerably 
legs than in 1923. In 1923 there were 
499 milliom acres under grain crops. 
In 1924 the area had fallen to 496 
millions of acres. Moreover, the 
crops grown on this lessened area in 


1924 were less by 12 percent. than 
those grown in 1923. These crop3 
include wheat, rye, barley, oats and 


maize, wheat being the largest, with 
maize a close second. Not only is the 
total amount of these crops down as 
compared with 1923, but in the case of 
each single crop the yleld is less than 
in that year. Now the world’s popula- 
tion is increasing as above indicated,

but also the demand for certain grain’ 
foods is becoming large in ‘countries 
which formerly did not consume much 
of them. The most important of such 
cases is that of Japan, where wheat is 
now entering into the everyday diet of 
the people on an increasingly large 
scale. 

The upshot of this is that the price 
of grain foods throughout the world 
has risen sharply as compared with 
1923, and all the indications are that 
in the case of wheat and maize at 
least these prices will go even higher 
until the 1925 crop is assured, and will 
not drop even then unless that crop is 
a heavy one. The nse in these food 
prices has given cause for much anxi- 
ety in grain importing countries such 
as Great Britain. Speculation has 
been blamed for the rise, but while 
there certainly has been much of such 
speculation—as anybody jiving in 
Western Canada must be aware of—it 
is not speculation alone that has caus- 
ed the rise. Qt is a case of lessened 
supply and increased demand. In 
Great Britain the new Conservative 
Government has already called into 
existence a food commission one of 
whose duties is to consider and report 
as to means by which at least one 
million more acres in the United King- 
dom may be put under wheat crops, 
which would mean an increase af 10 
percent. to the country’s home grown 
wheat supply. 

These facts are not to be ignored by 
us. They point to the continually in- 
creasing value of our Western wheat 
lands. They are an encouragement to 
our farmers to realize the valuable 
part they are already taking in the 
matter of the food supply of the Em- 
pire and the world, and the necessity 
for sound organization to enable them 
reap to the full the advantage of their 
position and the reward of their work.

Canada’s Smaller Wool Crop 


Affords Food For Thought

arms in the British Isles support 24,000,000 shorn 

sheep, while the whole Dominion of Canada sup- 
ports but 2,000,000, one twelfth as many. Yet during 
the fiscal year ended March, 1924, woollen and knit- 
ting mills imported into Canada some 19,375,925 
pounds of raw wool. 

In Canada, in 1922, according to the VUensus of 
Industry figures we had 277 woollen and knitting 
mills, which employed some 22,000 workers. Yet in 
1922, countries abroad sent into Canada $38,000,000 
worth of woollen and knitted goods, and in 1923, 
$41,000,000 worth, representing employment for some 
17,000 to 20,000 workers. Although during the past 


year the wool and knitting industries have expanded 


to some extent and, particularly in the Eastern 
Townships of Quebec, have new mills opened up, it 
is seen that only about half of the woollen goods sold 
in this country could have been produced here. Raw 
wool, grown in Canada, comprises but a small] frac- 
tion of that which is used by the mills that are operat- 
ing in the Dominion. 

There is not enough woo! grown to supply the 
demand of the world. Japan and China, the staple 
clothing and bedding materials for which countries 
were formerly silk and cotton, are rapidly becoming 
great woo! consuming countries, imports to Japan 
alone having jumped 700 per cent in ten years. 

Thus it is seen that the Canadian woo! grower 
has not only a growing domestic market, but an ever 
increasing foreign market for his clips, yet sheep 
are rarely given due consideration by Canadian 
farmers even though they have been dubbed “mort- 
gage lifters” in the West. 

Col. Robt. McEwen of London, Ont., president of 
the Canadian Co-operative Wool Growers’ Associa- 
tion, who won the championship for a car-load lot of 
Canadian weather lambs, “Southdowns,” at the 
Chicago International Show, has said, “taking Can- 
ada as a whole it has been proved that climatic con- 
ditions are favorable to sheep raising. No devastat- 


ing disease has visited our flocks. Yet today we 
find ourselves up against the serious economic con- 
dition of consuming more wool than we produce, and 
for a comparatively new and fertile country like 
Canada to have reached the stage of deficient sup- 
ply for such an ‘essential as clothing should surely 
demand the serious consideration of us all.” 

But although wool growing as an industry in 
Canada does not come up to what might be expected 
of it, those who are engaged in it are highly and ef- 
fectively organized as regards marketing. In 1914 
those in charge of the Dominion Live Stock Branch, 
Ottawa, began to urge that sheepmen be more care- 
ful in putting up their fleeces and that they stop 
selling at any old price which might be offered 
locally. Following their efforts various sheep breed- 
ers and wool growers’ associations throughout Canada 
began to collect wool from their members, this wool 
being graded in turn by expert graders supplied by 
the .Dominion Government and being sold on the 
graded basis. As more and more local associations 
were formed, it was felt that all should be affiliated 
under one central selling agency with the result that 
in 1918 the Canadian Co-operative Wool Growers 
Limited was formed with headquarters in Toronto. 
This is a commodity marketing organization hand- 
ling wool only, having about 2,500 shareholders and 
approximately 12,000 shippers of woo) throughout the 
Dominion. Individual clips are collected at various 
points for shipment in car-load lots to the central 
warehouse at Weston, Ont., for grading and sale. 

At the present time this organization, which 
operates from coast to coast, is handling from a quar- 
ter to one third of the Canadian clip reaching the 
open market. Its influence is being extended more 
and more each season as will be noted from the fact 
that in Ontario alone the number of shippers has in- 
creased from 3,200 in 1922, to 4,000 in 1924 The 
various grades of wool are sold to equal advantage in 
Canadian, American and English markets, and it is 
perhaps noteworthy that during the past two years 
approximately three-quarters of a million pounds of 
Canadian graded wools have found a market with 
English mills.

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4 a “he HERE is no doubt that Alberta’s fundamental position, her progress to date, and the conditions that have a bearing on her future development are such as to afford a sure basis for faith and 
a confidence in'this province and in the early realization of its vast possibilities. 


i. It is well, however, that the people of Alberta should make periodic examinations of these various factors in order that their individual faith and confidence may be strengthened and there may be 
stimulated that individual and collective initiative and enterprise which are so essential to the development of a young province. 


It is peculiarly fitting that such an examination should be made in this first month of a new year when stock-taking is the order of the day in business establishments the world over. In these the 
goods upon the shelves and in the storehouses are being revalued, the records of development to date are being analyzed, and estimates of probable development in the future are being made—all 
with a view to the adoption of such policies as will hasten that development and make it more profitable. This is equally necessary in public affairs and the purpose of this page is to present to the 
people of Alberta the results of a careful stock-taking of Alberta’s progress to date, present position and probable development.

Rich Natural Resources Basis of Prosperity 


T the very foundation of Alberta’s progress and prospects must be placed 
the rich natural resources and favorable ‘climatic conditions with which 
a kind Providence has endowed this province. 


These are such as to have made Alberta’s yield of wheat and oats higher 
on a ten-year average than those of any other province or state on this conti- 
nent and of a very high quality also. Alberta has won two world’s champion- 
ships in wheat and five in oats and at the last five international shows at 
Chicago 115 other prizes in these two grains. 


The same natural conditions are very favorable to the raising of livestock 
also. During the past four years livestock ¢drom this province, competing with 
the world, has won 48 prizes at Chicago, 101 at Toronto and 40 at Guelph— 
these including 10 championships. 


Alberta has 89% of all the coal in Canada, and 14% of the world’s coal 
supply. Her timber resources are considerable. She has other substantial 
natural resources in tar sands, gas, ish and game and there is good reason 
for believing that oil in commercial quantities and qualities will yet be found. 


But even such an extent and variety of natural resources would be of 
little actual value today without reasonable prospects of early development. 
Estimates of these must be based in part on the record of actual develop 
ment to date. 


The 19 years since Alberta became a province form a natural period for a 
review ‘of provincial development. What then is the record of development 
during that period? 

—In population the increase has been four-fold. 

—Railway mileage has increased almost five-fold. 


A RBA under cultivation has increased almost twenty-fold. 


Wheat production is twenty-nine times greater, comparing the yield of 
1905 with the average of the past five years. 


—TIn oats, on the same basis of comparison, the increase has been seven- 
fold, the average for the past five years being 75% of old Ontario's production 
for the same period. 


—Livestock herds have increased, but in smaller proportion, and this pro- 
vince has now two of the four largest stockyards in Canada. 


—Creamery butter production has increased from a negligible quantity in 
1905 to 21,000,000 pounds in 1924. 


—Poultry products have increased seven-fold until today Alberta has mor2 
fhens per capita than any other province in Canada. 


—Fisheries which were of no commercial value as late as 10 years ago are 
now adding $400,000 annually to Alberta's production. 


—Coal production now exceeds that of Nova Scotia or British Columbia, 
being 40'% of the total for all Canada. 


—Manufacturing—practically unknown in 1915—represents today an in- 
vestment of over $55,000,000 and gives employment to over 12,000 people. 


—Tourist traffic, also a negligible factor in 1905, has been greatly stimu- 
lated by improved roads and: the establishment of five national parks, and to- 
day brings to Alberta an annual expenditure of from $15,000,000 to $25,000,000, 


Summing up in terms of a single year’s production, the products of agri- 
culture and other natural resources represented in 1923 a total value of 


'$260,000,000 to which must be added $45,000,000 for other manufactured pro- 
ducts. 


S we pass each milestone of the - 

passing years, particularly years 

when conditions generally have 
been somewhat abnormal and conse- 
quently difficult, it is timely and it is 
good business practice to quietly re- 
view our position—to take stock. 

We have progressed in Alberta in 
1924, 

Agricultural conditions in this prov- 
{nce compare very favorably with the 
conditions of the industry in the other 
provinces of Canada and in other 
countries. There has been a steady, 
sustained improvement in agriculture 
in 1924, which has been reflected in 
the gradual betterment in genera) 
business in the West. Nothing spec- 
tacular about it, but an indication that 
the strain of the past few years is 
surely easing o*f, that the process of 
re-adjustment {° going on apace, and 
that we may re-: ‘ably look for con- 
tinued improve’: -, leading in due 
season tO a ret- of sound, normal 
prosperity. How . we reach it will 
depend in large measure upon our 
faith in Canada and our confidence 
in ourselves. 

It has been said with a great deal of 
truth that confidence and enterprise 
begets prosperity. 

May all Albertans by their confi- 
dence and enterprise establish their 
claim to it in 1925.

It has attained a world-wide repu- 
tation through its high educational standards and administrative efficiency and 
the outstanding character of special work of its president and other members. 
of its staff. 


The Institute of Technology and Art at Calgary, established at a later 
date, has already an enrolment of 1,000.

Such record of achievement would inspire confidence in any province. It {fs all 
the more inspiring and hopeful because made by a new province using but a 
small porttion of its natural resources. 


With all her development in agricultural production only 15 per cent of 

Alberta's arable land is under cultivation. At least 20,000,000 acres—two-thirds 

greater than the area now in use—is still lying idle and unoccupied within 25 

miles of constructed railways. Of these half a million acres are within the . 
boundaries of established irrigation districts requiring only the construction 

of laterals to make them fully irrigated land. 


All of these factors and certain conditions that will make for more rapid de- 
velopment in future constitute the great strength of Alberta’s present position. 
With an area twice that of the British Isles, Alberta has only one and a 
quarter per cent of the population of the United Kingdom. Within the borders 
of this province there could be accommodatcd geographically the whole of 
Germany or France or nine of the most populous of the New England and 
Atlantic states. The frame-work for a large population, engaged in a wide 
variety of pursuits and representing a production of high commercial value has 
been largely prepared. That preparation has imposed a heavy burden upon 
the relatively few people who had to bear it, but the filling in will bring in- 


creased prosperity to them and good returns to those who are attracted to this 
province in the process. 


N taking stock of Alberta it is neces: 
] sary to remember that the province 
covers a considerable amount of ter. 
ritory and that in'no year, since the 
country was settled, has it been pos: 
sible to say that conditions have been 


ed, and to set forth the great natural 
wealth with which Alberta is endow 
ed. It is most desirable that from 
time to time we renew our faith and 
confidence in this country by taking 
full stock of what we are and of what 
we have. We are destined for great 
things here in Alberta. We can real- 
ize this destiny only by retaining our 
faith and by uniting our efforts  to- 
wards the one end of the upbuilding 
of a prosperous and happy citizenship.

When this is given full effect in freight schedules Alberta will realize the ad- 
vantage of her geographical position close to the Pacific coast and to a water 
route to Europe. This will mean lower freight rates to Alberta farmers on all 
they sell for export and lower cost to all in Alberta on what is brought in from 
other provinces and countries for consumption here. : 


Extengion of trade with the Orient will hasten Alberta's development. Already 
new markets are being found there for wheat, flour, live stock, butter and 
cheese produced in this province. These markets are certain to be extended. 
Babson, the noted economist, says the great trade of the future will be with the 
Orient. Alberta, as the most westerly of Canada's prairie provinces, is in a 
very favorable position for supplying the Orient’s requirements in agricul- 
tural products. 


National considerations will bring about in the not far distant future the use 
of Alberta coal in Ontario and this will give a great impetus to the coal in- 
dustry of this province.
